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Flood Hits Johnstown, Pa.; 2 Killed, 5 Missing 
Some Areas 10 
Feet Under 
Water 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa. (UPI) - 
Thunderstorm s sent torrents of 
w ater cascading through the 
Johnstown area today, killing 
at least two persons, authorities 
said. 
Five persons were confirmed 
missing in the flash flood which 
covered some areas with w ater 
up to 10 feet deep. 
There were reports of looting, 
and police were ordered to 
shoot the looters. 
Police said a “lot” of persons 
were feared missing. 
‘T he number of deaths is 
listed at 
tw o,” 
said 
Bill 
Dickson, spokesman for the 
Cambria County Civil Defense 
D epartm ent at nearby Ebens- 
burg. “Five persons are mis­ 
sing.” 
He said the National Guard 
has been called in and that 
Johnstown, scene of the famous 
1889 flood which killed more 
than 2,300 persons, was cut off 
from the outside 
D ickson 
said 
property 
dam age caused by flash flood­ 
ing was tentatively estim ated 
at $50 million. 
Johnstown is located about 55 
miles northeast of Pittsburgh. 
Dickson said “some looting 
has been reported" and that the 


mayor of Johnstown ordered 
“police to shoot” the looters. 
He said B ethlehem Steel 
Corp., the largest employer at 
Johnstow n about 55 m iles 
northeast of Pittsburgh, was 
“ not functioning and was 
probably dam aged.” 
Jam es Cox, the spokesman 
for state police at Harrisburg 
headquarters, said the flooding 
covers a six-county area 
“This is serious, very serious. 
But, of course, it is not in the 
sam e league 
as 
the 
1889 
Johnstown flood.” 
He said state police and 
N ational G uard helicopters 
were plucking persons from 
rooftops and bridges over the 
flooding rivers, he said doctors 
and medical supplies would be 
helicoptered into the area. 
Dickson said the only com­ 
munication to and from Johns­ 
town is through radio. Flooding 
were the Conemaugh River and 
its tributaries. 
‘T hey’re under w ater,” said 
State Trooper Larry Maleski. 
“No one can get into Johnstown 
or out. All the main roads are 
shut. There are a lot of people

By United Press International 
R elief from a scorching, 
nationwide heat wave appeared 
dimly on the horizon early 
today, in the form of a cold 
front that hovered over the 
Pacific Northwest and part of 
the Northern Plains.

Monday and Tuesday, as a 
result of the cool front, but the 
National W eather Service said 
the front was moving eastward 
very slowly. 


Tem peratures were expected 
to rem ain hot today from the 
Mississippi Valley eastw ard, 
with seasonal tem peratures in 
the South and West and cooler 
tem peratures in the northern 
Plains and Pacific Northwest. 


On Tuesday, 18 cities from 
the muggy 
Midwest to the 
steam ing streets of the E ast set 
or broke record tem peratures. 
The m ercury reached 94 at 
International Falls, Minn., 99 at 
TraverseC ity. Mich., and lOOat 
Providence, RI. 


Portland, Maine., had the 
lowest reading among those 
setting records — 93. New York 
had the highest — 102.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - It 
w as no cover-up, claim ed 
Henry Kissinger indignantly. 
And he knew nothing about 
any alleged secret aid commit­ 
ment to North Vietnam other 
than

letter 
Richard Nixon wrote. 
The form er secretary of state 
was in top form when, flanked 
by a posse of Secret Service 
agents and with his son David 
tagging along, he strode into 
the crowded, flood-lit cham ber 
of the House In tern atio n al 
Affairs Committee. 
He was summoned to answer 
questions on the Feb. 1, 1973, 
letter by then President Nixon 
to North Vietnamese Prem ier 
Pham Van Dong, offering some 
$4.75 billion in aid “without any 
political conditions.” 
The text of the letter finally 
was released last May, after 
four years of denials that it 
even existed. 
Rep 
Lester Wolff, D-N.Y, 
chairm an of the panel’s sub­ 
committee on Asian and Pacific 
Affairs, asked bluntly: 
“Dr. Kissinger, my two basic 
a 


uestion to vou today are: why 
id you and other m em bers of 
the Nixon and Ford adm inistra­ 
tions rep eated ly deny the 
existence, and then when that 
became impossible, the sub­ 
stance of Mr. Nixon's letter; 
and second, are there any as 
yet undisclosed agreem ents or 
promises or substantive m at­ 
ters relating to aid In short, 
are there any more secret 
agreem ents or proposals on aid 
which may yet come to the 
surface?” 
Bristling, Kissinger replied, 
“You already are asking me to 
comment on your conclusion ... 
it is totally untrue.”

House before becoming secre­ 
tary of state in 
1973, said 
Nixon’s letter “must be seen in 
the context of the en tire 
negotiations” which resulted in 
the Paris peace treaty. 
The issue of reconstruction 
aid was not new, he said. It was 
mentioned in the peace ac ­ 
cords, and had first been 
suggested by Lyndon Johnson 
in 1965 He said the Nixon ad­ 
m inistration followed through 
by pledging to contribute to 
healing the wounds once the 
war ended. 
The 1973 letter, he said, was 
clearly contingent on negotia­ 
tions, Hanoi’s strict adherence 


to the treaty and eventual 
congressional approval and 
there was 
no need to 
tell 
Congress since the dollar sum 
“was a ballpark figure to be 
negotiated.” 
In any event, he added, the 
offer becam e “ in o p era tiv e ” 
when the North Vietnamese 
flagrantly violated the peace 
term s.

D em ocratic and 
Republican fund raising com­ 
mittees and in one instance to a 
presidential candidate. 


The alleged recipient was 
Sen. 
Hubert 
Humphrey, 
D- 
Minn , during his unsuccessful 
1968 campaign against Richard 
Nixon.

Agricultural Stabilization 
Service, said as far as crops are 
concerned, “we are in pretty 
good shape although we do have 
our spots. 
“We are getting a little rain 
and that keeps them going 
along,” said Hicks. “But we 
couldn’t stand a hot August in 
some areas. 
“If we can get the little rain 
we have been getting we are 
going to have a pretty darn 
good crop in Ohio. It fact it 
should be outstanding.” 
Hicks also said that natural 
springs are supplying livestock 
throughout the state with a 
plentiful supply of water.

six times in two weeks as they 
sought

from

Paul Stepuk, Edison district 
manager with an office in 
Salem, said the most recent 
peak was recorded Monday, 
when 4,037 megawatt hours per 
hour were logged 
That figure can be compared 
to the peak for 1976, recorded on 
July 15, when 3,742 megawatt 
hours per hour were recorded 
Stepuk said the utility has 
experienced an average 5.7 per 
cent annual load growth rate in 
recent years 
Despite the heavy electrical 
usage for a ir conditioners, 


d e h u m i d i f i e r s 
a n d 
refrig eratio n , the m unager 
reports, “We’ve been able to 
hold the load As long as we can 
supply the load without asking 
people to curtail, we will do it

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Budget Companion Bill 
Cleared By Ohio House 


COLUMBUS (UPI) - The 
Ohio House Tuesday returned 
to the Senate the companion bill 
to the alread y -en acted $13 
billion biennial state budget, 
including language dividing 
state funds among all 617 local 
public school districts. 
The bill, which cleared the 
House 57-38 after two hours of 
deb ate, also specified new 
authority for the state auditor 
and generally m andated how 
the state’s revenues shall be 
spent through June 1979 
Another budget m atter was 
scheduled for a vote today in 
the Senate. 
The Senate scheduled final 
legislative action on a resolu­ 
tion to put on the November 
ballot a proposed Constitutional 
Amendment repealing Ohio’s 
126-year old $750,000 limit on 
general bonded indebtedness. 
Instead, the proposed amend­ 
ment would allow the legisla­ 
ture to authorize bonds in an 
amount tied to the average 
state revenues — some $640 
million in the next two years. 
A House committee was also 
scheduled today to take final 
action on a 
co n tro v ersial 
Senate-passed bill allow ing 
Ohio’s 500,000 public employes 
to bargain collectively for 
wages and fringe benefits. 
All 57 votes in favor of the 
budget language bill Tuesday 
came from Democrats. All 34 
R epublicans present joined 
four D em ocrats 
in 
voting 
against it. 


Rep 
John E. Johnson, D- 
Orrville, said he opposed the 
measure because of the new 
school foundation form ula. 
Johnson term ed the new for­ 
mula a “gang rape of the 
legislature by the education 
lobby.”

The building 
is opposed by many students 
and by the parents of the four 
dead. 
M em bers of the 
May 
4 
coalition, who enlisted the two 
members of Congress to make 
the request, met with White 
House aides Monday seeking 
support for their cause. Some of 
the university trustees were at 
the White House Tuesday, but 
“no specific decisions 
were 
re ac h ed ,” said p resid en tial 
aide Midge Costanza. 
The p ro testers and th eir 
supporters said getting Interior 
S ecretary Cecil A ndrus to 
declare he will initiate a study 
of the m atter might improve 
their chances at a court hearing 
Thursday and Friday. 
A court in Ravenna, Ohio, 
will determine whether the 
university may begin construc­ 
tion on the site, where almost 
200 persons were arrested last 
week after occupying the area 
for two months. 
But Andrus is in the back

Under the law, the secretary 
makes final decisions on what 
will be declared historic land­ 
marks.

guidelines 
say, 
“Structures, sites and objects

years will not as a general rule 
be considered unless associated 
with

transcendent significance.” 
The May 4 Coalition said at a 
Capitol Hill news conference 
they hope such a designation — 
even announcement of a study 
to delay the construction fur­ 
ther — would keep the site clear 
forever as a memorial. 
N ational 
P ark 
S ervice 
spokesman Tom Wilson said, 
“In order to keep its historic 
designation, a place m ust 
maintain its historic integrity.” 
Because the university claims 
the gym will not cover ground 


where students fell, the historic 
nature will be preserved. 


A final decision on whether 
construction could take place 
on the site, Wilson said, is “a 
judgment call” by the secre­ 
tary and the Park Service and

has been brought 
before the Mayor three times 
prior to Tuesday’s appearance, 
after which he was fined $25 
and sentenced to five days in 
City Jail for contempt of court.

Jornia and T exaco) paid nothing to the U.S. 
T reasury , even though it m ade a net profit of $2.8 
•billion that year from its oil operations. 
T he reason is that Aram co paid $2.1 billion in 
“ incom e tax es” to Saudi Arabia. Since tax es 
paid to a foreign governm ent are credited dollar- 
for-dollar against U S 
taxes, this m ore than 
wiped out any obligation to the IRS. 
The question is w hether this $2.1 billion really 
w as bona fide taxes or m erely royalty paym ents 
a n d other fees in disguise. 
If the latter, it would qualify only as a “ cost of 
doing business" and be deductible from the $2.8 
billion income.

James Angelí, another 
NOAA climate researcher, said 
a study of records for the past 
winter shows it was unusually 
cold all around the hemisphere, 
not only in the Eastern and 
Midwestern states. 
But Dickson said there is no 
basis to say the cold winter is 
responsible for a hot summer. 
He said studies of records of 
three similarly cold winters in 
this century — the winters of 
1917-18, 1935-36 and 1962-63 — 
showed they were not followed 
by particularly unusual sum­ 
mers. One was warmer than 
normal, east of the Continental 
Divide, but the other two were 
warmer in some areas and 
cooler in others. 
The weather service’s long 
range forecast for mid-July to 
mid-August, released Ju ly 14, 
predict«! above normal tem­ 
peratures over most of the 
nation except for near-normal 
weather in the Pacific Nor­ 
thwest, the Northeast and the 
central and southern Plains. 
The 
longer-range 
seasonal 
outlook put out in June called 
for above normal temperatures 
over the northern Plains, part 
of the central Plains and 
through the upper Mississippi 
Valley and the Great Lakes 
region, but cooler weather in 
the East, South and much of the 
West. 
“The current heat wave is out 
of step with what we expected 
for the summer,” Dickson said. 
“ We haven’t given up with this 
forecast but we are very con­ 
cerned about it when a very 
extreme heat wave such as the 
one we are in the midst of pops 
up."

Tuesday and didn’t quit 
until nearly 5 a.m. this mor­ 
ning. 
“ By two o’clock everything 
was a mess,” he said. 
Lt. Gov. Ernest Kline alerted 
the National Guard which sent 
in helicopters to rescue people 
stranded on 
rooftops 
and 
bridges. 
“ It’s hard to give an accurate 
rundown on the situation,” said 
Robert Stimmel, director of the 
Central Area Civil Defense 
“ There are just no utilities at 
all in Johnstown,” he said. 
" I ’ve already heard this is

than

during the ’89 flood.” 
He said people that lived 
there have talked with oldtim- 
ers who remember the famous 
1889 flood which killed more 
than 2,300 persons.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Lynn Swann, star Pittsburgh

President C arter appears to be 
gearing up for his 1980 re- 
election cam paign. 
He is paying more attention 
now to special interests, with 
assum ed voting clout, after 
acting as a more or less free 
ag en t during his first six 
months in office. 
C arter has said repeatedly 
that he has no political debts for 
his successful presid en tial 
campaign. But there are groups 
who think otherwise. 
Regardless, he is moving in a 
d irection of protecting all 
flanks, some of which may have 
become dissidents because of 
administration policy. 
F o r exam ple, 
C arte r 
is 
supporting a broad revision of 
the federal labor laws which 
will make it easier for unions to 
organize, recruit new members 
and win contracts. 
C arter ran afoul of AFL-CIO 
President George Meany when 
he gave only lukewarm support 
to the so-called common situs 
bill which would extend picket­ 
ing rights in the construction 
industry. The legislation was 
defeated in Congress. 
Organized labor also

disenchanted 
by 
C arter’s espousal of a $2.50 
minimum wage. Labor advo­ 
cates $3 an hour. 
Then, there is the so-called 
Jewish vote. Am erican Jewish 
leaders became alarm ed at 
C arter’s Middle East policies, 
support of a Palestinian home­ 
land, and early contention with 
Israeli Prim e M inister Mena- 
chem Begin. 
As a consequence, C arter has 
been hearing from the Jewish 
leaders and so have top White 
House officials.

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oap Operas Are Cleaning Up 


NEW YORK (UP1) — Soap 
operas are gaining ground and 
game shows are losing the 
contest for women’s attention 
during daytime television. 
While nighttime offers soap 
opera spoofs such as Norman 
Lear’s “ Mary Hartman, Mary 
Hartman,” and ABC’s naughty 
"Soap,” scheduled for the fall, 
the daytime soap opera people 
are laughing all the way to the 
bank. 


That’s the word from the 
BBDO Network Programming 
Department of Batten, Barton, 
Durstine and Osborn, one of 
Madison Avenue’s top advertis­ 
ing agencies. 
BBDO has published a report 
on daytime television that says 
that the increasing expense of 
daytime game shows, pitted 
against the sturdy loyalty of 
soap opera fans, will see game 
shows going the way of the 


dodo. 
Soap operas purrently make 
up 52 per cent of daytime 
network programming between 
10 a.m. and 4:30 p.m., Eastern 
time. Game shows occupy 34 
per cent of that time but BBDO 
predicts the number may sink 
to 30 by the end of 1977. Reruns 
of situation comedies help fill in 
the gaps. 
Of the 13 soap operas, only 
three originate in Hollywood — 


the others are made in New 
York, at least in part because 
New York offers a large pool of 
stage-trained actors who can 
cope with the demanding soap 
opera schedule. Soap operas 
consist of 260 original shows a 
year, with scripts that some­ 
times demand ad-libbing in self 
defense. 
Most soaps take place in 
mythical small towns or small 
cities, mostly in the Midwest, 
which is a carryover from the 
radio tradition. It came as a 
shock to at least one small “ Ma 
Perkins” fan of yesteryear that 
there actually was a town 
called 
Rockville Center, 
in 
commuting distance from Man­ 


hattan. 
In the current crop, the ex­ 
ception is “ Ryan’s Hope,” 
which won a batch of 1977 
Emmy awards, including out­ 
standing 
daytime 
drama 
series, 
“ Ryan’s Hope” takes place in 
New York City and often the 
scene is the bar where John 
Ryan works as bartender 
That's a long way from Ma 
Perkins’ lumberyard, or the 
professional status of 
most 
daytime 
men, 
who 
are 
predominantly doctors and 
lawyers 
The BBDO reports talks 
about the “ naturalistic pace” of 
soap operas, and concludes: 


"This characteristic is con­ 
tradictory to prime-time dra­ 
matic series in which 
the 
emphasis is on the action, the 
incident and the physical 
jeopardy of the larger than life 
hero. It is the emotional 
jeopardy of the characters, 
however, that is the stuff that 
soap operas are made of." 
Soap operas will rush into 
topics where nighttime fears to 
tread 
but they don’t show 
them, they just talk about 
them.

The Coshocton- Cambridge Area 
Let’s Tour Ohio 
Coshocton Featival Marks 
Return To Canal Boat Days 


(One of a series of short tours of 
Ohio 
travel 
attractions 
prepared 
by 
Columbiana 
County Motor Club for the 
Salem News.) 
Coshocton is the site of the 
restored canal town of Roscoe 
Village, which depicts the 
lifestyle of Ohio’s canal boat 
days in the early 1800’s. 
Each year Coshocton has an 
old-time festival in late August 
recalling those days in style. A 
main attraction of the festival 
and throughout the summer are 
rides aboard the “ Monticello 
LI,” which junkets a restored 
portion of the original Ohio-

Spaniard Hides 38 
Years In Cellar 
O f Home 


M ADRID, Spain (UPI) - 
Some of his neighbors believed 
Protasio Montalvo Martin had 
fled to France or Brazil after 
the 1936-1939 Civil War. Others 
thought he was long ago dead. 
But the white-haired Spa­ 
niard, now 77, appeared on the 
streets Sunday in his hometown 
of Cercedilla after hiding for 38 
years in the cellar of his family 
home. 
Montalvo served during the 
civil war as the Socialist mayor 
of Cercedilla, a summer resort 
town of 2,500 people in the 
mountains north of Madrid. As 
the right-wing forces of late 
Francisco Franco swept 
to 
victory, he took refuge in his 
basement. 
“ I did it because of fear,” he 
told 
reporters, 
sunglasses 
shielding his eyes from the 
bright sun, “ because I had a lot 
of enemies in such a fascist 
town as Cercedilla.” 
Montalvo said he feared the 
post-war reprisals that did hit 
many leftists in the first years 
after the war. 
Montalvo, who was cared for 
by his wife and four children, 
said he decided it was the right 
time to come out of hiding “ now 
that the deputies of the Spanish 
Workers (Socialist) party have 
their 
seats” 
in 
the 
new 
d e m o c r a tic a lly 
e le c te d 
parliament. 
The recluse has become an 
immediate national celebrity 
and was interviewed Monday 
on Spanish television 
Montalvo said although he 
lived in the basement, he came 
up into the house to help his 
wife with the housework when 
no one was around. “ I watched 
the rabbits and the birds and I 
could tell when someone was 
coming and I would jump back 
down into the cellar,” he said. 
M ontalvo’s four children 
knew of his situation but the 
grandchildren did not know he 
existed. 
One of Montalvo’s daughters- 
in-law 
told 
reporters, 
“ Although my husband knew 
that his father was in the cellar, 
it was a great happiness to be 
able to see him in the street." 
On Monday, Montalvo shook 
hands with the current mayor, 
38-year-old Enrique Espinosa. 
Espinosa is the fifth mayor that 
Cercedilla 
has 
had 
since 
Montalvo held the post. 
‘The time has come when we 
should all shake hands and 
there is never a better chance 
than today,” Espinosa said to 
his predecessor.

better be sure that the security 
situation will allow the pullout 
of US. troops.” 
Then he added, “This inci­ 
dent gives us a little notice that 
the policy decision of the United 
States is 
one fraught 
with 
danger and that if we pull out 
too soon, it may get us in a lot 
more deeply that we desire.” 
Rep. Lester Wolff, D-NY, 
chairman of the House Interna­ 
tional Relations subcommittee 
on Asian Affairs, said, “I have 
supported the president’s plan 
but this is further evidence of 
the intransigence of the North 
Koreans.” 
Although Wolff still appears 
to support withdrawal, there 
was a clear signal 
in his 
thinking that incidents like the 


shooting down of the helicopter 
could well jeopardize Carter’s 
plan. 
T w o 
w e ll- e s t a b lis h e d 
“hawks,” Sen. Strom Thur­ 
mond, R-SC, and Rep Robert 
Bauman, R-Md., pointed to the 
helicopter incident as further 
proof that Carter is wrong 
While the gunning down of the 
helicopter could be dismissed 
by Carter’s supporters as a 
relatively isolated incident, 
they will have more trouble 
ignoring what happened the 
aay before on Capitol Hill. 
Army Gen. Bernard Rogers 
testified that the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff had recommended a much 
sm aller 
withdrawal 
than 
Carter has proposed. 
Rogers told a House comm it­ 


tee th at the Jo in t C hiefs 
proposed pulling out 7,000 
ground troops over a five-year 
period. C arter said he wants all 
33,000 
taken 
out 
off 
the 
peninsula in that same period. 
C arter remains 
the 
com­ 
mander-in-chief but the P enta­ 
gon 
has 
strong 
allies 
in 
Congress, a relationship built 
over many years and long 
before C arter came to the 
White House. 
Although C arter can unilater­ 
ally order out all the troops. 
Congress can — by forbidding 
the use of appropriated funds 
for the withdrawal — stop him. 
That kind of purse power was 
asserted when Congress forced 
the end of bombing in Cam ­ 
bodia. 


In fact, 
the Senate has 
already spoken. It refused to 
accept language in an authori­ 
zation bill last month endorsing 
the C arter plan and substituted 
a meaningless phrase that the 
president consult Congress on 
any pullout. 
Maj. Gen. John K.Singlaub, 
then chief of staff of the Army 
com m and in 
K orea, 
som e 
months ago told a reporter that 
withdrawal would lead to war. 
For his efforts, Singlaub was 
rushed back for a dressing 
down by C arter in the White 
House before being reassigned 
to a top-level but stateside post. 
Singlaub’s

may 
have had a m arginal effect in 
Congress.

Vinegar smoothes creases 


P O L L Y 'S P R O B L E M 


DEAR PO LLY — My husband was given about 20 
pairs of nearly new wash and wear slacks but they are 
about two inches too short for him. There is plenty of 
material to let the hems down to make them long 
enough but I do not know how to remove the crease that 
is left when they are lengthened. Steam pressing did not 
help so I hope you have some ideas — MRS W E 
DEAR PO LLY — When the hem of a garment is let 
down, the crease line can be very difficult to remove I 
turn such a garment to the wrong side and slip over the 
ironing board. I then mix two teaspoons of white vinegar 
and a teaspoon of water and saturate a cloth with this 
mixture. I dot it along two or three inches of the crease 
at a time and then press with a medium hot iron — 
GLADYS. 
DEAR MRS. W.E. — Gladys’ method has never failed 
to work for me. I do find it easier to make a bit more of 
the mixture and wring a cloth out of it and use as a 
pressing cloth over the crease. I have even used full 
strength WHITE vinegar on stubborn creases but test on 
a hidden spot first. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — I want to tell Mrs A how we solved the 
problem of mold continually returning to the walls of our 
house. Painting or scouring did not remove this permanently 
as we learned it came from dead air between the walls of the 
house. We made some holes in the exterior walls and put air 
vents in so the air could circulate between the walls and that 
stopped the mold — MRS C.K 
DEAR PO LLY — It is always difficult to mend gloves, es­ 
pecially the ones for the right hand, so I put an old fashioned 
round wood clothespin in the finger to be mended and it is a big 
help. - MRS R D 
DEAR POLLY — Cut off your damaged panty hose below 
the knees and have a foundation to wear under slacks that will 
help control those bumps — M V S.

Causes of enlarged heart 


H'OU'RE A BIRD, AND 
BIRDS PONt SHAVE.'

DEAR DR LAMB - I am a 
64-year-old widow and live 
alone The doctor says I have 
an enlarged heart and he is 
giving me Hygroton for water. 
What causes an enlarged 
heart'' Is there any pain9 How 
large does it get compared to 
normal size9 Can you ever 
feel it when it gets enlarged? 
What is the best way to care 
for an enlarged heart9 Is it 
serious? 
Does it cause 
rheumatic fever? Can it be in­ 
herited? Does it ever cause 
heart attacks9 
DEAR READER - A nor­ 
mal person who is a vigorous 
athlete may develop a heart 
that is somewhat larger than 
less active people. Why? 
Because the heart is a storage 
organ and must store blood in­ 
side its chambers before it 
beats to pump blood with each 
heart beat The heart enlarges 
to accomodate more blood so 
it can function better in these 
individuals. In that case it is a 
sign of health, not disease. 
In other instances, and I am 
certain this is true of your 
case, the heart enlarges 
because there is some un­ 
derlying disease 
There are 
four chambers to the heart 
and any one or all can be 
enlarged If the valve inside 
the heart between the upper 
and lower left chambers is 
faulty the upper chamber (left 
atrium) may get as large as a 
wash-tub and may fill a major 
portion of the chest 
The lower left chamber 
(left ventricle) is the chamber 
most often involved in dis­ 
ease This is the chamber that 
does all of the heavy pumping 
of blood to your body and is 
resp o n sib le 
fo r 
your 
measurable blood pressure in 
your arm 
It can enlarge 
because of high blood 
pressure — causing it to 
overwork — or from a defect 
in the valve at the outlet of the 
heart 
Disease of the arteries to 
the heart muscle, from fatty 
ASTRO'GRAPH 


cholesterol deposits, may 
cause diffuse damage of the 
heart muscle and eventually 
failure 
What does failure mean? 
The muscle fibers are like 
long springs and when they 
are overstretch d the heart 
fails It is not as effective in 
pumping blood as it was. This 
may lead to the accumulation 
of fluid. That may be why you 
are taking a medicine to 
eliminate fluid from your 
body. 
Enlarged hearts do not 
cause heart attacks. The d.s- LL 
ease of the arteries that 
causes the enlarged heart 
may. Also a heart attack that 
weakens the heart muscle 
may result in failure with 
heart enlargement. 
Nor does an enlarged heart 
cause rheumatic fever. But 
damage of heart valves from 
rheumatic heart disease may 
overwork the heart and lead 
to heart enlargement. 
An enlarged heart is not in­ 
herited as you can see from 
the list of things I have men­ 
tioned that can cause this con­ 
dition 
And surgery is not 
needed for an enlarged heart 
itself,but if the enlargement is 
associated with a defective 
valve then in selected cases it 
is wise to.xeplace the valve by 
surgery. 
This sometimes 
produces remarkable results 
for years and may extend life 
The most common cause of 
death is a heart attack 
Everyone should learn what to 
do if a person has sudden stop- 
page of the heart. The

Elmer Dunaway of Cincin­ 
nati, the new FOP leader, said 
late Tuesday he would take the 
police union away from its low- 
profile image of the past. 
‘‘My election demonstrated, 
the membership doesn't want ci 
low-key president who woul(| 
continue the FOP's 
low-key 
stance on issues of important to 1 
police,” he said ‘‘We’re going ' 
to be very vocal and very ac* 
tive.”

The issues Dunaway intends 
to bring before the public and 
the General Assembly include 
binding arbitration in contract 
bargaining,

and expanding police officers’ 
rights to FOP representation.
